The proposed amendment incorporates claim 18 into claim 1. Claim 18 was not rejected 
by Takeuchi (6,096,456), thus the 35 U.S.C. 102(e) rejection of claims 1-3, 5-7, 9, 10, 14, 15 and 
17 and the 35 U.S.C. 103(a) rejection of claims 1 1-13 and 16 in view of Takeuchi would have 
been withdrawn had the amendment been entered by the Examiner. 

Regarding Yamashita, the reference is not limited to the specific examples taught by the 
reference. Applicant provides evidence of unexpected results, however, the critical peel strength 
range of from "50 gf/cm to 85 gf/cm" is a newly added limitation that has not been entered. This 
limitation would require further search and/or consideration.
